ru n a small restau rant at the San­ 
ta Fe Springs oil fields. 
Threatened W ith Guns 
The men appeared 
early

morning, as she was abou t to close 
the restau rant.

Mrs. Collins said the men cu rsed 
her and ordered her to get ou t of

Tn Europ e it has a hard time g et­ 
ting ov er national boundaries. 
“America for y ears has attract­ 
ed artists from all ov er the world. 
but is now beg inning to hav e art 
of her own. Already many Amer­ 
ican names are emblazoned on the I 
international scroll. 
“Artistic life all ov er the world 
Is in a state of chang e. There is 
g reat fluctuation of v alues.

Aby ssinia, 
the 
Leag ue hop es throug h them to be 
able to g et action on the p resent 
ruler of Aby ssinia. 
The rep orts 
receiv ed 
by 
the 
Leag ue of Nations indicate that not 
only does slav ery ex ist within the 
confines of Aby ssinia itself, 
but 
than its op en slav e markets are a 
basis for traffic in slav es to other 
countries. 
As this g ets into the realm at 
once of 
international 
commerce, 
the Leag ue fig ures it will hav e no 
difficulty whatsoev er in 
breaking 
up at least this end of the Aby ssin­ 
ian slav e business. 
These slav es 
are p urchased for rich Musselmen 
liv ing in the interior of Asia Minor, 
who g et them as g uardians 
for 
their harems. 
Many of them are 
conv erted into eunuchs before be­ 
ing loaded onto Red Sea boats and 
transp orted to the Asiatic side for 
ship ment to their final destination. 
The Leag ue in the name of v ir­ 
tually all the civ ilized countries of 
the 
world 
ex cep t 
the 
United 
States, Russia, Mex ico and 
Ger­ 
many will officially summon 
the 
p resent ruler of Aby ssinia to earn 
his liv ing some other way than by 
traffic In human flesh. 
Then, lf his Aby ssinia majesty 
refused to comp ly , 
the 
Leag ue 
would g rant a mandate to one or 
more states, but most p robably to 
Eng land, France and Italy , to take 
ov er the 
temp orary 
administra­ 
tion of the state and educate Its 
p resent ruler.

sel. 
Cla ims to Shrink. 
It is the op inion of officials of 
the alien p rop erty custodian’s of­ 
fice and others connected with the 
g ov ernment that the final score 
ag ainst Germany in this case will 
ap p rox imate $150,000,000. 
The alien p rop erty 
custodian’s 
office Is authority for the statement 
that there are between 10,000 and 
12,000 American claims 
awaiting 
adjustment. Of these claims those 
which relate to loss of life at sea

All natu re o p erates acco rd ing to 
the law o l comp ensatio n, and , so 
with the hou sehold , the hens and 
the gard en. 
Iii tho first p lace, the bens con­ 
su me the waste food that wou ld 
o therwise go into the garbage p ail 
and be lo st and in tu rn lay eggs 
fo r the table. 
The 
hens 
p ro d u ce 
fertilizer 
which, if p ro p erly sav ed and u sed 
on the gard en, enriches the 
soil 
and makes p ossible the p rod u ction 
of bu mp er cro p s of v egetables. 
The gard en in tu rn o ften grows 
weed s in sp ite o f reaso nably good 
cu ltiv atio n and the weed s, to geth­ 
er with the thinnings and 
the 
waste from the v egetables them 
selv es, make ex cellent green feed 
fo r the chickens. 
An av erage hen, of one o f tho 
general p u rp ose breed s weighing 
abo u t six p ou nd s, will p rod u ce in 
the neighborhood of two p ou nd s of 
manu re each week. 
One-half of this amo u nt will o r

A repo rt submitted by the Bo sto n Family Welfare 
so ciety sho ws that there were handled last y ear, by 
so cial o rg anizatio ns in this co untry , o nly 26 per cent 
as many relief cases due to drink as were handled in 
19 17 . 
, 
The decrease in v ario us cities appears surprising ­ 
ly unifo rm, when their v aried attitude to ward liquo r 
is co nsidered. 
In each case the reco rd has been pre­ 
pared by the leading lo cal welfare o rg anizatio n. 
In 
Bo sto n the decrease is 7 2.6 per cent, in New Yo rk 
6 8 .8 per cent, in Clev eland 6 7 .3 per cent, in Chicag o 
6 9 .9 per cent, in St. Lo uis 8 4.5 per cent, and so o n 
thro ug h a lo ng list. 
Certainly any lefo rm that cuts do wn the cases o f 
co mbined drunkenness and family destitutio n 7 4 p^; 
cent in fiv e y ears thro ug ho ut the urban po pulatio n o f 
the United States is succeeding , ev en if its success 
is no t y et so co mplete as it mig ht be. 
And the per­ 
centag e really o ug ht to be rated hig her than it is, 
because o f the increased po pulatio n and the co rres­ 
po nding increase there wo uld hav e been in the num­ 
ber o f destitute cases if drink co nditio ns had remain­ 
ed the same. 
Drinking no waday s is o v errated because it flaunts 
itself. 
It has beco me mainly the v ice o f the rich and 
well-to -do . 
The po o rer classes, amo ng who m it used 
to be so dev astating , are benefitting immensely fro m 
the dry laws. 
Ev entually , as the laws are ex ecuted 
mo re impartially , and as co mmo n sense reasserts 
itself, the benefits sho uld spread mo re ev enly thro ug h­ 
o ut so ciety . -------------HH------------ 
EXPORTS AREINCREASING 


Adv ance fig ures o f ex po rts fo r the mo nth o f J anu­ 
ary emphasize the fact that o ur fo reig n trade has 
been benefited instead o f handicapped by the Re­ 
publican tariff law which went into effect Septembej 
22 o f last y ear. 
No t a mo nth has passed since that 
law went into effect that ex po rts did no t sho w an 
appreciable increase o v er co rrespo nding mo nths un­ 
der the Demo cratic tariff law, y et when the Fo rdney - 
McCumber law was being debated its o ppo nents in­ 
sisted that, by pro hibiting impo rts, it wo uld result in 
rapidly dwindling ex po rts. 
At the same time the law 
to o k effect o ur ex po rts had fallen o ff $8 00,000,000, 
co mparing the nine mo nths ended September, 19 22, 
with the co rrespo nding perio d o f 19 21. The impetus 
caused by o rders to replenish Euro pean sto cks and 
fo r co nstructio n and rehabilitatio n materials had wo rn 
itself o ut, and the tide was ebbing .

The po stmaster alo ne, ho wev er, canno t keep mail­ 
ing lists up to date.

So uth Dako ta has set aside a tract o f 8 0 acres ad­ 
jo ining the ag ricultural co lleg e g ro unds at Bro o kins, 
to be dev elo ped as a farm pro ject fo r fo rmer serv ice 
men. 
The plan is being carried o ut in co -o peratio n 
with the pro g ram o f the U. S. Veteran’s Bureau o f 
the tenth district. 
Acco rding to present plans the land will be div ided 
into 10-acre plo ts upo n which farm building s, includ­ 
ing po ultry ho uses and barns, will be erected. 
These 
farms will be used primarily fo r training serv ice men 
in po ultry raising and intensiv e farming .

Five-to~Four Decisions 
San Francisco Chronicle. 
The Supreme Court of the United States was cre­ 
ated to determine, declare and decide what is the 
supreme law of the land. 
That law will always 
b e any enactment of Congress which does not ex­ 
ceed the authority conferred upon that b ody b y the 
people as their will is declared in the constitution. 
If Congress exceeds the authority it possesses, what 
it so enacts is no law'. A majority of the court is 
the court. 
And what that majority declares the 
law to b e that the law is and w’e disob ey at our 
peril. 
And y et the increasing numb er of decisions that 
a law Is unconstitutional, made b y votes of five 
Justices, with four Justices holding and arguing to 
the contrary , is disturb ing the pub lic mind. 
There 
is*fear that at some future time, -when some highly 
controversial case is so decided, grave troub le may 
result. 
The difficulty comes from differing opinions as 
to what is or is not “implied” b y some general clause 
in the constitution. A prodigious amount of existing 
law b ecame law b ecause, in the opinion of a majority 
of the Supreme Court, the power of Congress to 
enact the law is “implied” in some general grant 
of power. There is a great b ody of law which the 
people who adopted the constitution never imagined 
they were permitting. 
Moreover, under modern 
conditions there is real necessity for much law 
which was not necessary in 1787 and which the 
people of that day would : ever have permitted. 
And there are radical elements which demand still 
greater innovations and seek to get on to the Su­ 
preme Court b ench Justices who will hold these 
innovations within the power of Congress. 
There is a radical element which demands that 
Congress may at any time overrule and set aside a 
decision of the Supreme Court. 
That, of course, is 
revolution. .And y et the ob jections to five-to-four 
decisions are so grave that there is a growjng feel­ 
ing that they should not overrule an act of Congress. 
There are b ills in Congress requiring the votes of 
six or seven Justices to declare an act of Congress 
unconstitutional. 
As the court might, and not im­ 
prob ab ly would, declare such an act itself uncon­ 
stitutional, the b etter way would b e to propose a 
constitutional amendment and have the whole sub ­ 
ject thrown open to discussion b efore the people.

One of the b est informed men in 
the state on the sub ject of taxation 
is ex-Senator Ly man M. King, edi­ 
tor of the Redinads 
Pacts 
and 
author of the King taxation ’ b ill 
passed b y the legislature two y ears 
ago, after a tremendous effort b y 
pub lic utilities corporations to ac­ 
complish its defeat. 
Discussing in his newspaper the 
b udget sub mitted b y Richardson, 
King approves some of the 
cuts 
recommended 
b y 
the governor, 
b ut say s none of those proposed 
would lessen the tax b urden on 
any one. 
King furthermore 
remarks 
in 
the same article: 
The editor of the Facts well 
rememb ers the statement of a 
citizen the morning after the 
night b efore, when it was de­ 
termined 
that 
Richardson 
would b e the governor of the 
state, that “now we will get 
lower tax rates,” 
But we won’t. 
No one who has had 
any 
real knowledge of the situa­ 
tion had any idea that taxes 
would 
b e 
lowered. 
Lower 
taxes was a good 
campaign 
cry , and it worked. But there 
will not b e any lower taxes; 
not even for the corporations, 
which, in large measure, made 
the Richardson campaign. 
That’s the truth of the matter, 
as The Bee has contended from 
the b eginning of last y ear’s cam­ 
paign. 
Under the present sy stem of tax­ 


ation in California, no state tax is 
levied upon property in general, 
as was formerly the rule. 
Since 
1910 state taxes have b een 
con­ 
fined b y constitutional amendment 
to the railroads, electric, gas, tele­ 
phone, insurance and other corpor­ 
ations, and the b anks. 
And, for 
this reason, these corporations and 
the b anks were freed from local 
taxation 
save 
upon 
local 
real 
estate 
The King b ill, so b itterly fotught 
b y the corporations, simply raised 
their rates of taxation somewhat, 
to equalize them with the average 
local rates paid b y property own­ 
ers in general. 
In opposing it the corporations 
declared its effect would b e in­ 
creased charges for transportation, 
gas, electric service, etc., b ut it 
does not appear that any such in­ 
creases have occurred, despite the 
dismal predictions. 
The Southern Pacific 
and 
the 
Santa Fe refused to pay the dif­ 
ference b etween the old rates and 
the new, and now are owing the 
state some $5,000,000, awaiting a 
final decision from the supreme 
court of California. 
But when those 
two 
corpora­ 
tions ultimately are compelled to 
pay the state their arrears in taxes 
—which is regarded as certain— 
there is no prob ab ility or expecta­ 
tion that they will 
raise 
their 
charges, even if allowed to do so 
b y the railroad commission, nor is 
there any real occasion for higher 
rates.

The grip that the Rub idoux Easter service has on 
people was indicated b y the fact that thousands 
b raved the weather and attended the services Sun­ 
day morning. Some of them had come from a dis­ 
tance of many miles with a weather prediction that 
it would rain. This did not deter them in the least, 
however and was one of the few Easter mornings 
that there has b een any rain during the services. 
California Sunrise Easter services are b ecoming 
general in all places where the weather is likely to 
b e favorab le and where there are mountains upon 
which the worshippers may gather. 
Some of them 
have an attendance larger than at Riverside, which 
was the first place to estab lish such a service. 
The order of services is almost identical one 
y ear with another w'ith little changes in features. 
The trumpeters on Rub idoux furnished the latest 
innovation and a most pleasing one. 
Outside of 
that, however, the services wrere almost a repetition 
of former years, with the exception of a change in 
the personnel of those who participated. 
Eventually there will b e b uilt a great mountain 
top ampitheater on Rub idoux, facing the east, which 
will seat many thousands of people. It may b e that 
it will have awnings that will b e availab le in time 
of rare inclement weather b ut for the most par$ 
it will he open to the skies. 
The worshippers on 
Easter Sunday morning would face the rising sun 
and would view its glories as the praise service 
would proceed. 
Plans for such a construction on 
the mountain have b een prepared and have met 
with general approval. 


Long Feud Is Ended 
Pasadena Star-News. 
Quite refreshing is the news that the long feud 
b etween Panama and Colomb ia is ended, and that 
a protocol of peace is to b e signed, and the two 
repub lics are to estab lish diplomatic relations. This 
Is welcome announcement. 
It was in 1903 that the historic revolution which 
freed Panama, took place. 
The p art which the 
United States government took in that is fresh in 
memory. 
Colonel Roosevelt, then President, gave 
encouragement to Panama and promptly recognized 
its independence and proceeded to make the famous 
compact with the Panama government whereb y the 
United States came into control of the Canal Zone, 
and the way was clear for the construction of an 
American-controlled canal across the isthmus. 
This peaceful adjustment means the ending, for 
all time, of b itterness b etween the little isthmian 
repub lic of Panama and its mother country , Colom­ 
b ia. 
Events like this tend to create an atmosphere 
of friendliness and confidence among the American 
repub lics. 


Mag[azines, Good and Bad 
Stockton Independent.

What American cities have needed as much as any thing else 
was to put themselves in the way of thinking ahead. 
So long as 
the city remained under political influences, its guardians thought 
forward just so far as the next election, and no further! 
There 
was little hope that a policy well b egun today might not b e torn 
down tomorrow. 
Reform waves were good while they lasted, as in New York, 
under Mitchel; b ut, just as sure as night follows day, along would 
come Tammany, or something like it, and b ring b ack the politicians. 
The city -manager plan, on the other hand, has b een giving 
continuous policy and administration through elections after elec­ 
tions, primarily b ecause the executive is in a position to think i 
municipally rather than politically. His future lies in the general 
municipal field and if one tow'n does not like him, he can move on,! 
Councils may change with the recurring elections—though they ! 
usually don’t—b ut the new administration finds that it can b est 
meet its own great responsib ilities b y retaining the executive who 
s on the job and knows the ropes. 
That is why there has b een much thinking ahead in these 150 
manager cities. 
They think ahead in terms of pub lic works, For example, the 
city of Jackson, Mich., has planned a sewer and a water sy stem 
which takes in the prob ab le needs of the city for the next 50 y ears. 
Day ton is another city that knows how much sewage it will 
prob ab ly have to dispose of in 1950 and its trunk sewers are 
planned accordingly. 
Its paving extensions follow not the piecemeal importunities of 
quarrelsome ab utting property owners* b ut a b road plan that looks 
far ahead to a vastly increased population. 
Zoning is a sub ject that interests the city managers b ecause 
it enab les them to see ahead. At Niagara Falls, for example, the 
zoning ordinance indicates certain b locks as those ia which heavy 
manufacturing is permitted, other areas are open to b usiness, oth­ 
ers reserved to residential use. 
Hitherto, rich men have often protected their handsome resi­ 
dential streets b y mutual covenants and restrictions against use 
of the land for factories, gal ages, or shops, hut the poorer citizen 
who put his savings into a little b ungalow could never b e sure that 
the next lot might not b e used for a malodorous stab le, a noisy 
pub lic garage or an ugly b ill-b oarded store damaging his investment. 
Zoning prevents all that and gives the city manager the b asis 
for planning. 
He runs b ig water pipes, b ig sewers for factory 
waste and heavy -hauling pavements into the heavy manufacturing 
areas and does not cut the land into small b locks. 
He b uilds light-traffic pavements and ornamental street lamps 
In the residential areas, while the b usiness and shopping streets 
receive still another treatment appropriate to the needs. 
Wichita has stopped procrastinating ab ou^ flood prevention 
and Dayton is no longer in terror of the Miami river. 
When the war b egan inflating costs, the Dayton management 
foresaw the rise in steel and knowing that certain b ridges would 
have to he b uilt sooner or later, b ought the steel at $27 a ton. 
When the b ridges were b uilt, the m arket had gone up to $69. 
This piece of foresight saved $35,000 to the municipality . 
Similar things were done with 58,000 b arrels of cement and 6,000 
tons of water pipe.

Excavate at Sardis 
-+ 


Early last April a group of 
archaelogists, headed b y the late 


Dr. H. C. Butler of Princeton, left 
for Asia Minor to excavate the 
site of Sardis, capital of the an­ 
cient Ly dian 
empire, 
home of 
Croesus, famed 
for 
his enor­ 
mous wealth. 
Dr. Butler uncov­ 
ered the great temple of Artemis 
at Sardis b efore the outb reak of 
the war in 1914. 
Little is known 
of the history of Lydia, except 
what is told b y Herodotus. 
It 
was far famed throughout the an­ 
cient world for 
its 
wealth—a 
wealth 
then 
at 
itcd 
to 
the 
gold of the river Pactolus b ut 
now b elieved to have b een due 
to the superior opportunities of 
the country for trade. Dr. Butler 
b elieves that the site of Sardis 
will yield great treasures of an­ 
cient art, relics and monuments

Since the b eginning of the pres­ 
ent administration 
the 
force of 
civilian employ ees of the war de­ 
partment in the District of Colum­ 
b ia has b een reduced more than 
one-half. 
On March 3, 1921, this 
force numb ered 9548, and on this 
date the numb er is 4609. This is 
a reduction of nearly 52 per cent in 
less than two y ears. 
The pre-war 
strength in Washington was 2911. 
When the armistice was signed the 
strength was 37,406. 
During approximately the same 
period 
(March 3, 1921—Dec. 31, 
1922, the date of the latest report 
of the numb er of civilian employes 
in the field), the entire force of 
civilian employ es of the war de 
partment in Washington and else 
where was reduced from 90,106 to 
47,387. This is a reduction of 42,- 
719, or over 47 per cent. This an 
nual saving effected b y these re­ 
ductions 
amounts 
to more than 
$51,000,000.
